to the earth it "is full earth to the
moon, aad vice versa, and thus tho
opaqno moon becomes illuminated
by earth light to use a term analo-
gous to moon light; but on account
of tho great size of the earth com-
pared to tlii moon, this light is four-
teen times ai bright as our moon-
light, and this occasional brilliancy
of this "reflection of a reflection" is
accounted for.

' Gentlemen I was favored on the ISth
inst., by an official note from our, ever
courteous President, John Jay, notify-
ing me that a requisition had been pre-
sented to him for " a special meeting of
the clnb, at an early day, for the pur-
pose of takincr into consideration the
conduct of Horace Greeley, a member
of the club, who Lad become a bonds-
man for Jefferson Davis, late chief offi-
cer of tho Rebel Government.''
: Gentlemen, I shall not attend your
meeting this evening. I havo an en
gagement out of town, and shall keep it.
1 do not recognize you as capable of
judgincr, or even fully apprehending
me . i ou evidentf y regard me aa a weak
sentimentalist, misled by a maudlin
philosophy.

1 arraign you ' as narrow-minde- d
